torney General, to A. E. Sissiou, Aud- 
itor General, in which it is decided 
that the Associate Judges can no longer 
net $5 from tbe Commonwealth every 
day they take an affidavit, issue a sub- 
poena iu divorce or perform some other 
trivial function of their office.

That Washington Railroad. 


The Baltimore American of recent 


date says that railroad men see in the 
construction of the Washington, West- 
minster and Gettysburg railway a 
freight cut off for the 
Pennsylvania, 


thus relieving the Baltimore tunnels 
of their congestion. The 
proposed 


road would connect with the Freder- 
ick division of the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road, by which a'routs would be open 
to York and thence to Philadelphia, 
and New York, as well as to Harris- 
burg and Western points. 


cSuch a line it is contended would 


meet all the requirements of the 
freight cut 
off 
around Baltimore, 


which 
the Pennsylvania 
Railroad 


planned six years ago but was blocked 
by a denial of suburbs of Baltimore. 
The proposed road would meet all de- 
mands of the 
Pennsylvania for its 


constantly increasing Southern traffic 
aud relieve the Baltimore tunnels, 
taxed now to their utmost. It is said 
that tbe volume and value of tbe traf- 
fic through the tunnels exceed tnose 
of any tunnels in the world. 


It is only within the past few weefes 


that life has been infused into tbe 
Washington, Westminster aua Get- 
tysourg Railroad. A promise has been 
made by capitalists that with thegrad- 
ing of five miles of the proposed road 
funds will be forthcoming for its com- 
pletion. The Columbia Construction 
Company, of Washington, of which 
JE. Southard-Parker is presideut, uovr 
has the enterprise in charge. It is 
claimed that tbe local traffic of the 
road will be sufficient for its support. 
It would ouly be necessary for the 
Pennsylvania Railroad Company to 
guarantee interest on tne bonds to iu- 
sure the buildiug of the road. 


This point of view does uot make 


hopeful of the road reachiusr Gettys- 
burg.

there is not u member of either branch 
of Congress who is not besieged with 
hundreds of the most deserving and 
pitiable cases where the beneficiary is 
pleading for relief by special act, there 
being no existing law to cover these 
distressing cases.

In this Congress alone 
there has been referred to the two pen- 
sion committees of the House of Rep- 
resentatives, more than 20,000 bills 
for private pensions. Among this vast 
number are thousands of blind, para- 
lysed, bedridden, and pain-racked sol- 
diers, with long and honorable records 
whose cases can never be reached un- 
der the present system, and who will 
he obliged to pass their last days in 
misery and want. 


Your committee feels that the time

(hero is not a member of either branch 
of Congress who is not besieged with 
hundreds of the most deserving and 
pitiable cases where the beneficiary is 
pleading for relict' by special act, there' 
being no existing law to cover these 
distressing cases. The pension of Con- 
gress, working by night and day have 
been able to bring relief to a few thott 
sand soldiers, yet in comparison with 
the thousands who are still knocking 
at its doors for help, it is but a drop 
in the bucket. In this Congress alone 
there has been referred to the two pen 
sion committees of the House of Rep- 
resentatives, more than 
20,000 bills 


for private pensions. Among this vast 
number are thousands of blind, para- 
lysed, bedridden, and pain-racked sol 
diera, with long and honorable records 
whose cases can never be reached un- 
der the present system, and who will 
be obliged to pass their last days in 
misery and want. 


Your committee feels that the time 


has come when there should be some 
thing done to relieve the pension com 
mittees of Congress from the tremen 
dous amount of work that confronts 
them: that instead of taking up the 
few cases that the committees can 
possibly consider, all soldiers shoulu 
be put upon an equal footing, and in 
their few remaining years equal jus 
tice should be meted out to all. The 
so-called McCumber Act of Februarj 
6, 1907. has proven a great blessing 
to the soldiers but all must admit tha 
it has not lessened the work of Con 
gress in dealing •with, private pension 
cases. Your committee feels that the 
time has come when Congress should 
enact general pension legislation tha 
will reduce private pension legislation 
to a minimum; 
that specific rate 


should be allowed sufficient to car 
for the soldier in his old age, so tha 
his last days may be days of peac 
and contentment; that a law shoul 
be passed with the rates sufficientl 
equitable and just that there will no 
be a demand or need of any genera 
legislation along these lines for man 
years to come. 


If anything is to be done further i 


the line of legislation for the soldier: 
it must come soon. The services the 
rendered can not be measured by dol- 
lars and cents, or by any pecuniary' 
emolument, and the least this great 
nation can do is to see that they are 
comfortably cared for in their few re- 
maining years. With over 100 of them 
dying every 24 hours, or at a rate of 
over 3000 a month, the ranks are fast 
becoming depleted. The average of the 
soldier is now between 
65 and 72 


years. 
Of the 450.000 on the rolls un- 


der tne age act, nearly 300,000 are es 
timated to be between the ages men- 
tioned above. These men are practi- 
cally beyond the years for manual la- 
bor." 
and thousands of them, as every 


member knows by personal contacts, 
are practically hopeless and helpless 
invalids. If the veterans are to be 
helped at all, they should be helped 
sutnciently so thai they will not be 
obliged to appeal immediately to Con- 
gress for special legislation, in order 
that they may secure for themselves 
relief sufficient to purchase the abso- 
lute necessities of life. 
The country 


can afford to give this increase to the 
old veterans, as it has grown wealthy 
and powerful on account of the servi- 
ces they rendered.

95th anniversary of a departed hero, 
but the real significance of this cele- 
bration lies in the fact that It IB not be- 
cause December 31 tbla year is the Both 
anniversary of General Meade's birth, 
nut by meant* uf Uu» diuuer, at which 
there will be at least three lieutenant 
generals of the United States present, 
•nd possibly a fourth, it is hoped to 
call attention to 1 he service of the great 
Pennsylvania soldier, and it is also 
hoped to make the anniversary one of 
those to be remembered in the same 
manner each year hereafter. 


Ex-Governor Penny packer, who is 


president of the Historical Society, is 
largely responsible for the idea, it may 
be said that it is only another instance 
of hi* campaign to do justice to the 
great Penusylvaniaus, who are least 
known and leaet regarded in their own 
State. Jn his recent book composed of 
various essays on Pennsylvania and 
Peunsylvauians, 
Governor Penny- 


packer may be said to ha've fairly 
started his campaign of honoring the 
prophets in their own country. The 
novelty of this recognition did not im- 
press him nearly so much as the en- 
tire justice of it did. Those who have 
taken the pains to make the necessary 
research know that Pennsylvania and 
Virginia have furnished more great 
soldiers to this country than any other 
two States in the Union. It is true 
that the majority of the Virginia hero- 
es are very well known, but, as Gover- 
nor Pennvpacker has pointed out, the 
Pennsylvamans and their deeds are 
unfamiliar to even the educated Penn- 
sylvanian. 


Three Generals to Attend. 


Speaking of the careless way fame 


baa been awarded to Pennsylvania 
aoldien, the greet military leaden of 
the paat, Governor Peunypacker re- 
marked the other day: "After Jacob 
Brown won the war of 1812 we ran 
shouting for Andrew Jackson, who 
Won one tight, that of New Orleans, 
after the war was over. 
But Brown 


was a Pennsylvanian, so we dropped 
him."

A Cadet at West Pout 


General Meade waa only 13 when 


hia fathcr*ted, and although be bad 
diiaired to go to college and become a 
lawyer, be waa. In 1881, when be waa 
16, appointed to a cadttabip to West 
Point Military Academy, and, aa It 
would appear, against hia will he waa 
made a soldier. It would almost seem 
that aeatiuy bad provided for him, aa 
if Gettysburg even then bad been fore- 
seen, and that the man who waa to 
achieve its victory, regarded aa the 
greatest ever achieved by force of arms 
la this country, and by some observers 
doubted it it has its equal in the his- 
tory of any other country. 


At the military 
academy young 


Meade in no way outshone others of 
his companions, who are unknown 


now, 
and iii his class be stood number 


19 in a class of 56. On bi» last year, 
of the entire roll of 240 cadeto, Meade 
stood 210 fu general conduct. He bad 
168 demerit marks and needed 33 more 
to have caused his discharge. 
Vet of 


all the members of tr>e class with 
which be graduated, in 1835, he alone 
was to arise to great distinction. 


His first assignment after his grad 


uation was as brevet second lieutenant 
in the Third Artillery. He had a three- 
mouths' leave of absence to assist on 
the survey of the Long Island Rail- 
road. He had a few other assign- 
ments, and, in 1837, the War Depart- 
ment selected him to make a survey 
of the boundary line between the 
United States and Texas. 


tn 1840 he became assistant to the 


commission to establish the boundary 
line between the two countries, and 
later, in the same year, he was ap- 
pointed by the Secretary of War civil 
assistant on tne survey of the north- 
western boundry betweeu tbia country 
and British territory. 


It was in this year that young Meade 


married Miss Margaretta Sergeant, 
daughter of John Sergeant, one of the 
leaders of the Philadelphia bar, and 
one of the leaders of the Whig party 
in Pen nay 1 van ia. 


During the Mexican War Lieuten- 


ant Meade successively served as topo- 
graphical engineer on the stalls of 
General Tayler and General Scott. 
Returning from the war, be was pro 
moted to be a first lieutenant, and 
soon after to a captaincy. For a while 
be was engaged in erecting light- 
houses for the Government, and part 
of the work on the Delaware Break- 
water was done under the direction ol 
Captain Meade. Later, he was sen) 
on the geodetic survey of the Great 
Lakes, by the then Secretary of War, 
Jefferson Davib.

f hreeilleuttnaot generals of the Uni- 


ted States have sent in acceptances to 
the dinner— Nelson A. Miles, John C. 
Bates and Samuel B. M. Young, and 
it ia atill expected that General Adna 
B. Chaflee may be present. 
Even 


with three lieutenant generals at the 
board, it is said that such a combina- 
tion never before has occurred. 


As one of his own soldiers said, a 


man in the ranks, "General Meade 
waa no hurrah soldier," and it is 
probably due to his notion that he 
who deserves fame should have It 
awarded him without being under the 
necessity of calling attention to bis 
own ments, that Meade'a fame is not 
so widely spread as it should in jus- 
tice be. This pose of Meade, which is 
said to have been due to bis strict 
ideas of justice and even to a little of 
hia patrician-like pride, seems to have 
caused even Grant, who openly said 
he esteemed him above any of bis 
generals, to appoint Sheridan bis ju- 
nior, to the grade of lieutenantgeneral 
of the army. This waa a severe blow 
to General Meade, and, indeed, he did 
not long survive what he regarded as 
an injustice. 


Meade's Ancestry. 


George Gordon Meade, the greatest 


soldier produced by Pennsylvania, 
while be should be regarded ars a Phil- 
adelphian, really was born in Cadiz, 
Spain, and did not come to this count- 
ry until he was five years of age. He 
came of a family of merchants, who 
long were prominent in Philadelphia's 
commerce, and that he, subsequent to 
his father's death, was forced to make 
his way in the world, was due to an- 
other injustice which he suffered at 
the' bands of that Government of 
which later in life he was the instru- 
ment by which it was saved. 
While 


his grandfather, George Meade, waa 
a wealthy merchant, who bad bis 
ship? upon tbe seas. to all parts of the 
world, and while hia father also was 
a successful merchant1, the 
latter, 


while residing in Spain, part of the 
time as an agent of the United States, 
bad a claim for supplies, which, when 
the United States purchased Florida 
from Spaiu, was transferred to this 
country. Up to the present time the 
claim, which the United States as- 
sumed and acknowledged, never baa 
been paid to the Meade family, and, 
as nearly 100 yean have elapsed, the 
amount now due, probably would be 
• fortune. 


General Meade's father, Richard 


Worsam Meade, married Margaret 
Coates Butler, of Perth, Amboy, N.; J. 
At the age of 25 the lather bad achiev- 
ed • competence in trade with the 
Weet Indies, and bia home waa the 
centre of luxury and social attractions. 
It was loto tbia atmosphere that the 
future victor tof Gettysburg was born. 


* It to true that the home of hit father 


then, Decraber 81, 1815, waa In Cadu, 
and It Is equally true that ID aplte of 
his claiea on the Spanish government 
the father waa a well-to do nan. 


Meade was in the West when the 


Civil War broke out, and when Gov 
ernor Curtin called for volunteers 
Meade hastened home, and in August 
1861, 
waa commissioned Brigadie 


General of Volunteers. At firatGeu 
eral Meade was in command of to 
@ecou<l Brigade of the Pennsylvani 
Reserve*. 


To follow him' through the cam- 


paigna in the South and West, and to 
follow bun as leader now of a brigade, 
then in a abort time to be placed at the 
head of a division ; then, by another 
turn of 'Fortune's wheel, to be made 
chief a corps, only to once again be 
placed in charge of a division, would 
require, as it has, the capacity of a 
book. It may be sufficient for the pur- 
pose here to recall that he waa in some 
of the most momentous campaigns in 
which the Army of the Potomac was 
concerned, the army which for two 
years he was to have sole command, 
a longer period than bad been the for- 
tune of acy other soldier to command 
it. The battlefields of South Moun- 
tain, of Antietam, of Frederickabur* 
and Chancellonville saw the gallant 
Pennsylvania soldier; but, notwith- 
standing blB immense and continuous 
aervices, in the course of which 'he was 
wounded by a spent gnrpeshot, at 
Antietam, where bis famed warhoree, 
Baldy, also was wounded, it is Meade 
at Gettysburg that attracts the atten- 
tion.

Meade'a work waa not done when a* 


addressed hia army on July, 4,1818, 
and notified them of their victory. He 
waa to lake the Army of tbe Potuaaao 
acruaa the Bapldau, he waa to ti'htthe 
enemy at Bpotlsylvaoia, and be waa 
to encounter him at Cold Harbor, *nd 
ne waa to be an active figure lu tbe 
last campaign against Richmond. 


Hia Later Years. 


At the close of the war General 


Meade was made a brigadier general in 
tbe regular establishment, aud given 
command of the Military Diviakm of 
the Atlantic, with headquarters at 
Philadelphia. Subsequently be waa 
to be placed in command of the De- 
partment of the South, and wan to take 
a baud lu reconstruction. 


Iu 1865 Harvard made General 


Meade a doctor ot laws. In 1869 Presi- 
dent Grant advanced General Bberl- 
dan, hia junior, to tbe otuce of lieuten- 
ant general, and General Meade re- 
garded this as a blow, foi he had rea- 
son to expect to be advanced to tbe 
office himself. 
He died November 6, 


1872, 
and in Fairmont Park, which he 


had as an engineer plauued, then was 
erected a spirited equestnau statue o 
him a few yean ago. 


Few of the generals iu the Union 


Army attracted so much attentlou 
rom military experts as did Genera 
Meade. Even General Grant who, as 
has been told, promoted hia junlo 


bove him, spoke of Meade as a gen 
ral whom he esteemed highly, an< 
'second only to Sherman." 
General 


Grant added that but for bis quick 
emper he would have had no super- 
_>r. 
"But," he continued, "witb a 


[Uick temper goes his quick percep- 
ton of what is required ou tbe Held of 
battle and makes big judgment so uti- 
ixceptiouai. He seldom makes mls- 
akes." 


When Meade's death was announc- 


ed to Grant, while tbe latter was 
President, he turned to Admiral Por- 


ter, who was standing beside him, and 
remarked, "This is sad news, but 
what a calamity it would have been 
had It occurred during the war."-

Yet even it Gettysburg Meade was 


not tbe figure of a soldier that attracts 
the vulgar attedtlon. It has been said 
of him that he was "a master of logis- 
tics," be was tbe mathematician who 
had an exact knowledge Of how to 
move immense armies ; he had an al- 
most instinctive power in'matters of 
topography, and it is'said of him that 
he was able to wake in the night at 
tbe sounu of heavy tiring and tell juat 
what troops were engaged On the Un- 
ion tide, and also to know without 
looking at his maps, just where thev 
were located. It is said also of bia im- 
mense power iti the Held of military 
scieuce that he knew the position of 
yesterday, today and tomorrow, with- 
out looking over bis maps. 
In these 


matters he seemed to have almost 
clairvoyant powers. Of course there 
wae nothing back of them but sheer 
knowledge, and knowledge acquired 
by experience. 


The battle of Gettysburg, the most 


decisive campaign "of the while war, 
was so complicated that it would re- 
quire a treatise' alone to give the merest 
outline of what took place there. At 
Gettysburg, however, Meade wae in 
command of tbe Union forces, and be 
bad under bia control tbe largest body 
that ever confronted Lee. The titanic 
struggle lasted during tbe first time 
daya of July, 1883, and ended by tbe 
complete defeat of the Southern leader. 


In tbe masterly manner in which he 


nandled tbe complicated situation he 
found at Gettysburg, Meade astonished 
tbe anil Itary men of tbe world. He was 
given credit for hia genius in Europe 
before it waa awarded to him at home 
He bad encountered superior num- 
ben, he bad faced tbe greateat soldier 
tbe South bad, and one who waa held 
ID high regard for bia military Realm 
both North and South, and be bad de- 
feated them. He bad rolled back tbe

"Contest for Office 01 Directors of Poor 


H. W. Taylor of Butler township, 


in his petition for a quo warranto to 
test the title to the office of Director 
of the Poor set out in the papers he 
filed last week that Jacob E. Sharetts 
has since the first Tuesday in Decem 
ber exercised and still does exercise 
the rights, franchises and privileges 
and emoluments of the office of Direc- 
tor of the Poor and of the House of 
Employment for the County of Adams 
without lawful authority. 


That the said H. W. Taylor was duly 


elected at the general election in 190? 
a Director of the Poor for a regular 
term which under the Act of March 
24, 1817, establishing said office and 
regulating the same was for the term 
of three years from the first Tuesday 
of December, 1907. 
That at the election in 1909 there 


was adopted by a vote of the people of 
the Commonwealth certain 
amend 


ments to the Constitution and that by 
reason of said amendments and the 
schedule therefor, the term of office 
of H. W. Taylor as Director of the 
Poor was extended for a period of one 
year. That there was created a sys- 
tem of biennial elections, one for the 
election of state officers and the other 
for the election of local officers, hav- 
ing for its purpose the complete sepa- 
ration of the election of the said state 


• officers from that of the local officers. 
That Jacob E. Sharetts was a can- 
didate before the people of Adams 
county for Director of the Poor at the 
general election held on November 8, 
1910, claiming that the term of office 
of the said H. W. Taylor as Director 
of the Poor expired the first Tuesday 
of December, 1910, and that a succes- 
sor to him should be elected at the 
general election of 1910 and that Jacob 
S. Sharetts received the highest num- 
ber of votes cast for any candidate for 
the said office of Director of the Poor 
at the election held November 8, 1910, 
and was declared to be elected to the 
said office. 
That by reason of the amendment to 


the Constitution the election held No- 
vember 8th, 1910, was the biennial 
election for state officers alone and 
the term of H. W. Taylor as Director 
of the Poor was extended for one year 
from the first Tuesday of December, 
1910. That said office of Director of 
the Poor is not a state office but is a 
local or county office. That the elec- 
tion of Jacob E. Sharetts to said of- 
fice was therefore illegal and void

Upon this application a rule was 


asked to show cause why a writ of 
quo wirranto should not issue against 
lacob E. Sharetts to sow by what au- 
thority he claims to possess and exer- 
cise the office of Director of the Poor. 


Answer of Jacob E. Sharetts 


Jacob E. Sharetts answered the pe- 


tition ot H. \V. Taylor by denying that 
the term of office of H. W. Taylor as 
Director of the Poor was extended by 
the amendments to the constitution 
foi one year from the first Tuesday of 
December, 1910 and that the election 
of Jacob E. Sharetts was illlegal and 
void. He denied that said H. VV. Tay- 
lor was lawfully entitled to hold and 
exercise the said office. That he was 
duly elected a Director of the Poor in 
pursuance of Section 2 of the Act of 
March 24, 1817, to serve for three 
years. 
That the said Act is entitled "An 


Ac* to provide for the erection of 
house for the employment and support 
of the poor of the county of Adams 
and provides and declares in Section 
4 that the directors elected in the man- 
ner prescribed in said act shall for- 
ever thereafter in name and in fact 
be one body politic and corporate in 
law to all intents and purposes what- 
soever relating to the poor of the 
said county of Adams and shall have 
perpetual succession and may sue and 
be sued, plead and be impleaded by 
the name, style and title of "The Di- 
rectors of the Poor and of the House 
of Employment for the County of Ad- 
ams" 
and said directors shall be em- 


powered to use a common seal in all 
business relating to the said corpora- 
tion. 
That the electors of Adams county- 


have ever since the general election 
of 1817 in the manner prescribed by 
the Act elected Directors of the said 
body politic to serve for three years, 
one being elected annually. That the 
said Act ot 1817 has never been re- 
voked or repealed by the Constitution 
ot Pennsylvania or by any amendment 
to the same or by any Act of the As- 
sembly. 
That Section 1 of Article XIV of the 
Constitution declares of what county 
offices shall consist and does not in- 
clude Directors of the Poor but inten- 
tionally excluded them and when the 
amendments were adopted in 1909 il 
was in the oervue of Article XIV. 
There has been no amendment of Sec- 
tion 1 • of Article XIV enumerating 
the county offices and when the amend- 
ments refer to county offices they re- 
fer necessarily to county offices as pre- 
scribed as such in Section 1 of Article 
XIV and not to Directors of a body 
politic created by special and local 
Act of Assembly. 
' The points raised by the application 
and answer are entirely legal and the 
coi.test will involve no disputed ques- 
tions of fact. The legal question will 
be argued before Judge S. McC. Swope 
at an early date and will be for him to 
decide in the first instance. The de- 
cision of the Court of York county re- 
ferred to in a previous issue sustains 
the position of Jacob E. Sharetts and 
would give the office to him.

Proceedings to contest tbe will of 


Henrietta M. Fickes. late of Strttau 
township, were oeguu in me common 
pleas court at York last week. The 
contestants are tbe three brother* of 
the deceased: Himes G. Fickes, of 
Warreneburg, 111., Howard G. Fiekee 
of Owen, Wis ,and Luther T. Flekee, 
of Bterlinir, Col. Mlu Fickes died Nov.

HattieM. Austadt, of York. In tbe 
petition tiled in court it is claimed 
that "at tbe time of tbe alleged execu- 
tion of tbe said paper writing, Mid 
Henrietta M. Fickes was not of sound, 
disposing intnd, memory or under- 
standing, or capable of mak iug a valid 
will; and said writing was procured 
by undue influence exercised by Hat- 
tie M. Anstadt and others to induce 
her to make said instrument."

Austadt to show cause whys jury 
trail should not be awarded to deter- 
mine the validity of the will.

property worth 


N,484,99 but the sale thereof increased 
the proceeds to $5,027.16. This con- 
sisted principally of stock and certifi- 
cates of deposit in the Farmers &

expenses of settlement and debts of 
the decedent reduced tbe estate to

Feed tbe Quail. 


State Uame Commissioner Joseph 


Kalbfus is out with an appeal lo the 
sportsmen and tbe farmers to feed 
the quail. "Winter has come earli«jr 
than usual and there are heavy snows 
reported in many counties. 
This 


means that tbe means of livelihood 
tor tbe quail are to be ie»tricted for a 
longer period than usuH." 


'•If we have a rigorous winter it 


may wipe out the little game birds in 
many sections of the State and 1 hope 
the sportsmen and lovers of hunting 
will do what tney can to- feed the 
birds. Thanks to the intelligent pro- 
pagation of quail the last few years we 
have had bird seasons which have 
been joys to many hunters. Now let 
the hunters turn iu and arrange means 
whereby food can be put where quail 
abound. The quail do not go off into 
the impenetrable parts of tbe State. 
Ibey are rigbt among us. Why last 
year they were found iu sight of the 
State Capitol and within three miles 
of Pittsburgh city hall. The same 
might be said of other cities. The ex- 
ample of sonae men I know might be 
followed witb profit. Up in Lewis- 
town I know a man who twice a week 
takes feed out where quail can get it. 
He's a bird lover, no more. 


"The farmers ought to do more to 


keep quail alive. Tbe farmer gels 
more benefit than any one else be- 
cause the quail eat up insects which 
it unchecked by bird life would ruiu 
bis crops before be could get ready lo 
fight them. 
Let tbe farmers look 


after 'Bob White,' too Screenings, 
wheat witb cockle iu it; buckwheat; 
any kind of grain will do and the 
farmers' boys can haul it where tbe 
quail will get it. If the people feed 
the quail tbis winter, and its promises 
to be hard we will have one hunting 
again in tbe fall." 


A number ot Adams County farmers 


soon after tbe first snow fall began the 
feeding of quail on tbeir farina. 


New Pension Bill Up in Congress. 


Every veteran in Adams county will 


be interested in the Solloway Bill re- 
ported favorable by the Committee on 
Invalid Pensions of the House and 
very likely to become a law at the 
present session of Congress. The re- 
port of the committee is as follows- 
This bill, if enacted into law, will 


grant to all persons who served 90 
days or over In the Civil War, or 60 
days or over in the Mexican War, and 
who have reached the age of 62 years, 
a pension of $15 per month; this is $3 
per month more than is now allowed 
under the act of February 6, 1907; i 
years. $20 per month. This is a new 
rating. Under the existing age act, 
there is no rating between the ages of 
G2 and 70 years, and your committee 
thinks this is unjust to the soldier, 
and that in his declining years, with a 
majority of the veterans partially or 
wholly unfit to perform manual labor, 
there should be an increase allowed at 
the age of 65 years, hence the recom- 
mendation of a new rate of $20 per 
month; 70 years. $25 per month; this 
is an increase of $10 per month over 
the existing rates; 75 years of age, $36 
per month; being an increase of $16 
per month over the amount now al- 
lowed under the maximum rate of 
the age act. 
Congress in the last few years ha* 


become practically a pension bureaa. 


With old age and its attendant infirm- 
ities creeping upon the survivors of 
both the Civil and Mexican Wars, 
there is not a member of either branch 
of Congress who is not besieged with 
hundred* ot the most deserving and 
pitiable cases where the beneficiary is 
pleading for relief by special act, there 
being no existing law to cover these 
distressing cases. The pension of Con- 
gress, working by night and day have 
been able to bring relief to a few thou 
sand soldiers, yet in comparison with 
the thousands who are still knocking 
at its doors for help, it is but a drop 
in the bucket. In this Congress alone 
there has been referred to the two ;ien- 
sion committees of the House of Rep- 
esentatlves, more than 20,000 bills 
for private pensions. Among this vast 
number are thousands of blind, para- 
hzed, bedridden, and pain-racked sol- 
diers, with long and honorable records 
whose cases can never be reached un- 
der the present system, and who will 
be obliged to pass their last days in 
misery and want. 


Your committee feels that the time 


has come when there should be some- 
thing done to relieve the pension com- 
mittees of Congress from the tremen- 
dous amount of work that confronts 
them; that instead of taking up the 
few cases that the committees can 
possibly consider, all soldiers should 
be put upon an equal footing, and in 
their few remaining years equal jus- 
tice should be meted out to all. The 
so-called McCumber Act of February 
6, 1907. has proven a great blessing 
to the soldiers but all must admit that 
it has not lessened tbe work of Con 
gress in dealing with private pension 
cases. Your committee feels that the 
time has come when Congress should 
enact general pension legislation that 
will reduce private pension legislation 
to a minimum; that specific rates 
should be allowed sufficient to care 
for the soldier in his old age, so that 
his last days may be days of peace 
and contentment; that a law should 
be passed with the rates sufficiently 
equitable and just that there will not 
be a demand or need of any general 
legislation along these lines for many 
years to come. 


If anything is to be done further in 


the line of legislation for the soldiers, 
it must come soon. The services they 
rendered can not be measured by dol- 
lars and cents, or by any - pecuniary 
emolument, and the least this great 
nation can do is to see that they are 
comfortably cared for in their few re- 
maining years. With over 100 of them 
dying every 24 hours, or at a rate of 
over 3000 a month, the ranks are fast 
becoming depleted. The average of the 
soldier is now between 65 and 72 
years. Of the 450,000 on the rolls un- 
der toe age act, nearly 300,000 are es 
timated to be between the ages men- 
tioned above. These men are practi 
cally beyond the years for manual la- 
bor, and thousands of them, as every 
member knows by personal contacts, 
are practically hopeless and helpless 
invalids. If the veterans are to be 
helped at all, they should be helped 
sufficiently so that they will not be 
obliged to appeal immediately to Con 
gress for. special legislation, in order 
that they may secure for themselves 
relief sufficient to purchase the abso- 
lute necessities of life. 
The country 
can afford to give this increase to the 
old veterans, as it has grown wealthy 
and powerful on account of the servi 
ces they rendered.

That Washington Railroad. 


Tbe Baltimore Americau of recent 


date says that railroad men see in tbe 
construction of the Washington, West- 
minster and Gettysburg railway a 
freight cut off" for the Pennsylvania, 
thus relieving *he Baltimore tuntieli 
of their congestion. Tbe proposed 
toad would connect with the Freder 
ick division of the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road by which a routs would be open 
to York and thence to Philadelphia, 
and New YorK, as well as to Harris- 
burg and Western points. 


Such a line it is contended would 


meet all the requirements of the 
freight cut off around Baltimore, 
which the Pennsylvania Railroad 
planned six years ago but was blocked 
by a denial of suburbs of Baltimore^ 
The proposed road would meet all de- 
mands of the Pennsylvania for its 
constantly increasing Southern traffic 
and relieve the Baltimoie tunnels, 
taxed now to their utmost. It is said 
that the volume and value of the traf- 
fic through the tunnels exceed those 
of any tuunela in the world. 


It is only-within the past few weeks 


that life has been infused into the 
Washington, Westminster ana Get- 
tysburg Railroad. A promise has been 
made by capitalists tbat with the grad- 
ing of five miles of the proposed road 
funds will be forthcoming for its com- 
pletion. The Columbia Constructiou 
Company, of Washington, of wbfcb 
£. Southard Parker is president, now 
has the enterprise in charge. It is 
claimed tbat tbe local traffic of tbe 
road will be sufficient for its support. 
It would only be necessary (or tbe 
Pennsylvania Railroad Company to 
guarantee interest on tbe bonds to in- 
sure the building of the road.

nopeful of tbe mad reaching Gettys- 
burg.
